THE R IV ER 
There is no more fascinating study 
than that of the rivers 
of 
the 
world. They are the real arteries of 
Ufe to the nations of the world. Not 
only do they serve as agencies of 
transportation end 
commerce, but 
they also serve to fertilize millions 
upon millions of acres of ground 
th at give to mankind 
both 
sub­ 
stance and life. 
But beyond ana away from all 
this, the river has a wonderful per­ 
sonality. It sings, it weeps, it frolics. 
it gets wild and often destructive; 
but In the main it is peaceful, com­ 
forting and insuring. Nearly al­ 
ways the river Is winding, continu­ 
ously presenting new vistas and new 
beauties. 
Its 
banks 
are 
friendly 
banks with overreaching foliage, and 
rare wild 
flowers 
scenting 
the 
waters as they go their way. 
The part played by rivers in tne 
building of civilization and in the 
writing of the history of the world 
has been very great. Many of our 
best reading books have centred 
about rivers. Mark Twain’s book 
"Life on the Mississippi” Is well 
known, and a fine book, at that. 
One of the most Interesting pieces 
of writing about a river is H. M. 
Tomlinson’s 
description 
of 
the 
Great Amazon, in Brazil, found in 
his finest book. "The Sea and the 
Jungle.” And there is a wonderful 
series of books just on the rivers 
of the United States, that is being 
completed. 
I shall never forget the languid, 
tropical and mysterious St. Joh n ’s 
River, In Florida, nor that deep- 
set, ever-dashing Colorado River, 
eating away the life about it in the 
gorge of the Grand Canyon of Ari­ 
zona. And what useful, noble rivers 
are those of the Mississippi, the Co­ 
lumbia, the Hudson, 
and the 
St. 
Lawrence. Endless, 
too, 
are 
the 
stories of love and romance center­ 
ing about such rivers as the Nile, 
the Danube, the Volga and the Jo r­ 
dan. 
Stephen Foster has immortalized 
the Swanee River in his 
beautiful 
song “Old Folks at Home”—a river 
in Florida, by the way, th at I under­ 
stand Foster never saw! 
Even as 
Longfellow immortalized the Evan­ 
geline land, In 
Novia 
Scotia, but 
which he also neveh saw. 
David, the Psalmist, undoubtedly 
had In mind the river when, in the 
Twenty-third Psalm, he wrote: "He 
leadeth me beside the still waters.”

Warfare On Slugs And Snails 
Flower 
growers and 
vegetable 
gardeners often find plants gnawed 
and torn without further evidence 
of who the culprit is 
Plant lice 
are quite easy to find and recognize; 
most leaf-eating beetles and cate r­ 
pillars rem ain somewhere near the 
scenes of 
their 
depredations. 
In 
fact, any of the common above- 
the-ground plant enemies, even in ­ 
cluding stalk and vine borers, leave 
a trail of condemning evidence. It 
is the slug or hts close relative, the 
snail, that is difficult to convict, for 
lie Inflicts his ravages at night and t 
is conspicuously missed 
the 
next 
morning Only the damages remain 
us a remote clue to his Identity 
For all practical purposes ol con­ 
trol, especially for home gardeners, 
slugs and snails may be considered 
jointly, with the slug merely repre­ 
senting a snail without a protective 
shell covering. Many slugs are small, 
m easuring no 
more th an three- 
fourths of an inch long when fully 
grown. O thers range from an inch 
or more to 5 or 6 and even 8 inches 
in length, depending on the species, 
of which there are a t least 32 in 
this country. And there are .several 
species of snails. It is claimed that 
none of the destructive species of 
slugs and snails is native to the 
U nited States, all 
having 
been 
brought from foreign lands. 
Few ornam ental and food plants 
are im m une to attacks by these 
two strange 
animals. And 
even 
where no attacks are made, slugs 
an d snails prove troublesome when 
they overrun 
cellars, 
infest 
wells 
and cisterns, or leave their slimy 
trails on porches and walks. 
One of the first steps in war on 
these invaders is to remove propa­ 
gating shelters, such as decaying 
timbers and similar debris in moist, 
shady places, weeds and other ac­ 
cumulations of wet 
vegetation in 


and near the 
garden and lawn. 
Dryness and sunshine, with good 
circulation of 
air, are 
effective 
agents in preventing slug and snail 
propagation. 


Lime Is Effective 
Next., direct careful com bat may 
consist of hunting the thieves down 
at night when they are active, us­ 
ing a flashlight or lantern Too. it 
is advisable to destroy the clusters 
of jelly-like eggs deposited in dam p 
areas where the creatures congre­ 
gate 


Many gardeners report successful 
combat 
by distributing 
a 
poison 
bait over infested beds after slugs 
and snails begin to damage plants. 
This is composed of one pound of 
calcium arsenate 
mixed with 
16 
pounds or dry 
wheat 
bran, with 
sufficient water added to make the 
mixture medium moist. If there is! 
danger of poisoning poultry or song ' 
birds, the bait may bt* placed under j 
upturned flower pots, with one edge 
wedged up tar enough to perm it 
the pests to reach the bait. Another 
reader reports the addition of some 
molasses to 
tile b ait greatly 
in- j 
creases its attractiveness. T he chief I 
problem in 
poisoning slugs 
a n d ' 
snails is to induce them to change j 
their diet from tender plant foli­ 
age to the bait. 
Perhaps the m ost effective rem - 
I edy is to strew a 3 or 4-inch heavy 
band of air-slaked lime across their 
j customary paths or around beds or 
! areas they are attacking. Do this 
' in the evening and renew the bands 
us often as necessary to keep the 
lime dry. D eath results from the 
lime causing irritation and the in­ 
vaders exhausting their bodies by 
excessive secretion 
to allay 
the 
burning. Birds are useful In the 
home grounds, as they feed on slugs 
and snails as well as the deposited 
eggs. 


WINDOW BOXES 


BRING GARDEN 


BEAUTY TO HOME 


Many Victory gardeners live In 
hotels and apartm ents, and la v in g 
learned the Joy of growing plants 
in community gardens, are wonder­ 
ing how 'hey can use their new skill 
nearer home 
For some the answer is a window 
box. 
Vegetables 
can 
hardly 
be 
grown in ore, in any significant 
quantity, but a floral window box 
will bring close to home a bit of 
garden atmosphere, and will help 
make the city neighborhood bright­ 
er. 
When you install an outdoor w in­ 
dow box it im mediately hemmer a 
part of the house, and should eon- ! 
form to its architectural design and ! 
:olor scheme 
For this reason it is well to con­ 
struct your own window box. and it 
it not difficult to do so. 
Need Rich Soil 
The box itself should be of the 
same color as the building, or as its 
trim and the flowers should be of a 
contracting color which is harm oni­ 
ous. For a red -brick house, white 
flowers and plenty of green foliage 
would be attractive. For a house in 
which yellow is the prevailing tone 
blue flowers should be used. These 
are only suggestions, since the taste 
of the owner will control, of course. 
Th* flowers must grow well, lf the 
box is to give pleasure; and rich 
soil is most Important, because there 
is so little of it 
T ie soil should 
be what florists call good potting 
o il—a sandy loam well enriched 
To assure an adequate supoly of 
food in the soil, a complete plant 
food should be mixed with the soli 
before it is placed in the pot at the 
rate of one heaping tablespoonful 
per gallon of soil 
The following table will be help­ 
ful: 
4-lnoh pot requires 1-3 teaspoon. 
6-inch pot requires I teaspoon. 
8-inch pot requires IM* teaspoons. 
10-mrh pot requires 2 teaspoons. 
Porch boxes require plant food as j 
follows: 
12x24 inches require 2 4 tbsp 
12x36 Inches require 4 tb p 
15x48 inches require 6 tbsp 
24x60 inches require 13 tbsp. 
Application should be made ap­ 
proximately every six weeks during 
the growing season. 
T ils quantity refers to the h igh­ 
ly soluable commercial plant foods of 
balanced content and does not ap­ 
ply to much slower acting organic 
materials 
The best window-'oox flowers are 
those which bear flowers freely and 
continuously. In these respects the 
petunia has no superior. All types 
are long bloomers, the large-flow­ 
ered single and double, the cmaU- 
flowered singles, the dwarfs and the 
balcony tvpes.

IN DAVAO PRISON

llavan. Mindaao, P. I.. June 2 <Dr- 
lavedi (A P I- Officers exam ining the 
Davao penal colony abandoned by 
the Japanese reported today they 
found skeletons in hospital beds, on 
tile porch and on an untended walk 
overgrown by wild squash The neg­ 
lect was so appalling they recom­ 
mended that the statu.* of BW) Allied 
soldiers listed as m issing In action in 
the Philippines since Pearl Harbor 
bo changed to “dend" or "prisoner 
oi w a r’’ 
Approximately 150 skeletons and 
mummified bodies have been found 
throughout the buildings and ad­ 
jacent areas. 
Some of these have been identi­ 
fied as Filipinos but many are o f­ 
ficially recorded as Americans. 
Many Starved 
Evidence has been obtained that 
tile 
deaths 
were 
not 
caused 
by 
violence but by deliberate neglect 
and desertion. It is believed that 
when the Japanese withdrew from 
the coastal area of Davao to pre­ 
m e d positions In the m ountains 
they took physically able prisoners 
and left the remainder to starve or 
die of disease. 
Prom records and other evidence 
uncovered at the penal colony, o f­ 
ficers have traced the history of 
some 800 Allied prisoners and as a

As yet no figures are available on 
I low many are now listed as dead 
and how many as prisoners of war 
in the Japanese homelands.
